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AY I call your attention to some im- 
‘| portant facts concerning Palestine 
which you may not know, Is it not a 
sad mistake to overlook the fact that 
Palestine is the Holy Land of the Christians? 

Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt wrote on Palestine 
from Hyde Park, New York in her column in 
newspapers, March |, 1948 that: “Lam begin 
ning to get very confused, One person tells me 
that the United Nations has no_ responsibility 
to keep the peace in Palestine, and the next one 
tells me that Unitd Nations does have the res 
ponsibility.” . . . . If Mrs. Roosevelt feels con- 
fused about Palestine how can the general public 
be expected to understand the problem of Pales 
tine. 

No doubt the Zionist Movement has failed. 
The Jew has been subsidized and that has failed 
even with money pouring out of U.S.A. and 
elsewhere. Many cultured and scientific Jews 
beloved throughout the world do not wish for 
the partition of Palestine. The Arabs are “stand 
ing on their own feet” united in a holy War. 
Many lives of innocent Jews living throughout 
the Moslem World will be endangered. 

The American supporters of Partition might 
well consider the Atlantic Charter to which 
Franklin D. Roosevelt committed America as did 
Winston Churchill for Great Britain. The im 
portant declaration specifically states: “Our 
countries desire to see no territorial changes that 
do not accord with the freely expressed wishes 
of the people concerned.” 

Forces of the Holy War to free Palestine of 
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the Jewish immigration are composed of the 
Arabs in Saudi Arabia, Trans-Jordan, Yemen, 
Iraq, Syria, Lebanon, Egypt and Palestine. Most 
of the Arab countries are Islamic. Several hun 
dred thousand of the Christian Arabs of the area 
stand beside their fellow Arabs for freedem. 
Arab soldiers guard the Christians as they attend 
the different Christian churches in the [oly 
Land. 

Real facts are easy to comprehend about the 
peace for the Holy Land. Facts can be garbled 
and exaggerated for the reading public and evi! 
propoganda used to dope the public, so that a 
mother of facts would not recognize her own 
child. 

Atheism of the Moscow brand, pink and red, 
cannot be substituted for the principles of Chris 
tian civilization. For the past fifteen centuries the 
ideals of Christ have been a vital factor in the 
countries where Christianity reigns. Christians 
had better seek to understand the problem of the 
Holy Land and be willing to make sacrifices for 
its peace, even fight for peace if necessary. 
Benjamin Franklin at the Continental Congress 
said: “If we do not hang together we will hang 
separately.” It is better to live for one’s country, 
and not die for it. Wherever you are, you may 
serve world wide peace and that service will 
bring an end to dissensions. Spiritual, mental 
and physical resources are necessary to establish 
a Holy Land free from conflict. The Founder 
of the State of Pennsylvania, U.S. A.. my an- 
cestor, gave this profound statement to the peo 
ple: “Men must be governed by God or be ruled 
by tyrants.” 
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As the first woman ever to deliver an address 
to a crowd of Arab men in Jerusalem, the first 
demonstration against Zionism, February 27ch, 
1920, I feel my experience may be of some value 
to thinking people. 

There were three or four thousand Arabs in 
the great court of the Old Serai and on the 
terrace of the Old Turkish Government build- 
ing on the day where as a War Relief Worker | 
supervised the Jerusalem Relief Laundry, and 
distributed clothing to the children of the Day 
Nursery there, and War Widows. This was un- 
der the Military Administrator, Field-Marshal 
Viscount Allenby, G. C. B., G.C.M.G. 

There was great excitement among the women 
emploved in the laundry, among whom were 
Jewesses and Arabs, as they were keenly aware 
this was a demonstration of Arabs against Zion- 
ism, 

The hysterical Moslem women and Jewesses 
I locked into a room protected by a British po 
liceman and kept them there until after the 
demonstration was over. 

The speeches of special vehemence by the 
Arabs excited the crowd to a dangerous pitch. 
Theis mottoes on white banners, read, “Our 
Country is for us,” “Death to him who betravs 
his country”, “Stop Zionist Immigration”. 

I felt a sudden impulse to speak to the Arabs. 
I climbed the stairway to the balcony from which 
the orators were addressing the crowd. The chair- 
man in Bedouin costume standing by my side 
commanded silence when | requested to speak 
to the gathering of Arabs. He translated for me 
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mito Arabic. The impromptu address is as fol 
lows: “Gentlemen, you have come here to make 
# demonstration of your desires. You believe in 
praver, and if your desires are right, God will 
answer your prayers. You must act as gentlemen 
if you want the respect of the world. If the Jews 
do wrong they will suffer for their faults. The 
British saved you from Turkish atrocities. [| am 
an American citizen of the United States of 
America and came here to do relief work under 
the British. Americans are liberty-loving people, 
but we know that liberty implies good behavior. 
The Grand Mufti is your friend and mine. He 
has love in his eves and you can do no better 
than to follow his advice. | am sure you will act 
as gentlemen. | thank you.” 

These words had an immediate pacitying ef 
fect upon the crowd: that was the universal ver 
dict of eve witnesses. Needless to sey a man ex 
claimed in amazement, “Why. it's a woman! 
It's a woman!” [le was echoing the unspoken 
words of all the men present. Many of the Arabs 
in the crowd had been in exile as well as pris 
oners of war, and knew me as a benefactor to 
their families. 

The Zionists magnified some street scutfles 
into veritable massacres. But the demonstrators 
who had received official permission for their 
procession moved off in good order, including 
students and representatives of Christien de 
ncminations as well as Moslems of every type 
and degree. Here was a difference between Brit- 
ish and Turkish rule. 
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The Grand Mufti, Hlead of the Moslems, 
Kamel Effendi el Hlusseini Cdeceased) was 
most friendly to the Americans. He admired 
America. | received an appreciative commenda 
tion for my action in addressing the Arabs, A 
native Arabic scholar made the following trans 
lation. 

“To the honored lady Elizabeth McQueen: 
Vhe Director of the Institution for Merciful 
Work: 

With great happiness I received your letter 
dated February 27th ©1920). | am very sorry be 
cause the peaceful demonstration which was 
made by the inhabitants caused a trouble tor 
our sisters, the poor washerwomen, and caused 
to stop your work for the children. Certainly, 
this was not intentional, and | believe that vou 
and all the other sisters and the children will 
forgive them as long as you know the good pur- 
pose of the demonstration. And 1, myself, for 
give them also and was glad of the result because 
it caused you to make your excellent speech 
Which was brimming over with wise thought and 
advice, and no doubt it had the best influence 
in their hearts, because it did not come only 
from your just and fair tongue, but also from 
vour sincere, clean and pure heart. A vessel gives 
out of the nature of its contents, and this was 
not surprising that that was done by an Ameri- 
can Lady who has been fed on truth, sincerity 
and real liberty from the time she sucked at her 
mother's breast. 

I thank you for this kind deed, which was in 
keeping with your daily goodness, and for the 
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"indness and the fine confidence which Vou @X- 
pressed for me, and | hope that you are sure | 
received your remarks and your good advice, 
understanding their full meaning without criti- 
cism or misinterpretation, because the light of 
the sun cannot be kept hid, try how the clouds 
may to cover it. 
Finally | convey to you my high respect.

The Arabic writing by His Majesty, the King of 


Trans-Jordan, was translated by Dr. C. D. Matthews, 
University of Redlands, Redlands, California. 
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The Moslems accept Solomon and Jesus as 
prophets. One cannot travel in the Holy Land 
without being reminded of holy places such as 
Nazareth, Mary's Well, Jacob's Well, the Sea 
of Galilee, Jericho, the Jordan, Jerusalem and 
Bethlehem. 

Christians all over the world study the sayings 
and life of Jesus. Palestine belongs to the world. 
This cannot be claimed for any other land on 
earth. 

After World War I the British Government 
offered the mandate of Palestine to the United 
States of America but it was refused. Therefore 
the British taxpaver had to carry on with the 
burden of the mandate. 

It was my privilege to serve under Allenby a 
vear prior to the close of the Military Adminis 
tration, June 1920. 

Peace was restored to Palestine in 1918 and 
the inhabitants were under British military pro 
tection. In 1919 across the Jordan there had been 
the threat of an attack from the Turks, 8000 
troops, officered by Germans, so airplanes were 
ordered from Egypt to circle the Holy City daily 
and give the warning to the enemy. Allenby’s 
orders not to drop any bombs on the [oly City 
were strictly obeyed. This prevented an attack, 
but it did not keep the inhabitants from the fear 
of another war. 

The Big Gun, Jericho Jane, the sister to the 
Big Bertha, the gun fired on Paris, was mounted 
across the Jordan to fire on Jerusalem. One of 
Jericho Jane's brass shells stamped 1918 I now 
have in my possession. 
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Jackals barked many a night near our living 
quarters and the airplanes zoomed about most 
of the day. Fleas played about on our bodies and 
at intervals we undressed to stop their antics. We 
were in the land of ticks. About the time one had 
enough of bed bugs and was homesick enough 
to pack up at once, out would come a colossal 
full moon and in the still of the night the call 
of the muezzin to prayer from distant tower. Oh! 
what a call! Uhen again the call to prayer when 
orange red sunrises streaked across the sky. Bed 
bugs, fleas and cooties were all forgotten, and un 
der war regulations the lack of sugar, butter and 
meat were lost in mind for the moment when 
walking in the moonlight on the Walls of the 
Holy City. It was my privilege to serve on the 
committee in beautifying the walls of Jerusalem. 
Refase was buried and flower seeds were planted 
while restoring peace to the Holy City. 

Interview with General L.J. Bols 

Chief Administrator of Palestine 
With Reference to Palestine on British Policy 
Printed in Jerusalem News, March 5, 1920 

Che Zionist question now being the topic of 
the hour, and General Bols in his recent speech 
at Shechem (Nablus) having removed the veil 
from this subject, we thought it desirable to se 
cure a true version of his declarations and there- 
fore sought an interview with him which he 
gladly gave us, authorizing us to publish the 
following: 

1. “The Entente Powers. with America and 
France at their head, have already endorsed the 
giving to the Jews of certain rights in Palestine 
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and have also approved the Balfour Declaration. 
which states that Palestine shall be a National 
Home for the Jews, providing this will not effect 
the religious, civil or political rights of the in- 
habitants in any respect. 

2. England will organize the Zionist immi 
gration within limits and certain conditions and 
with effective supervision, in order that this im 
migration shall not injure the economic situa 
tion of the country. 

General Bols added that Dr. Weisman had 
informed him that the Zionists would not send 
any Jewish immigrants into the country unless 
they were workmen, professional men or wealthy 
people, in order that they should not be a burden 
to the inhabitants of the country. The people 
will benefit from their knowledge and agricult- 
ural, business and economic experiences, but this 
immigration will not begin until the land is fit 
for it. 

3. The Government will protect to the utmost 
the ground of the fellahin, and not allow any 
man to sell his ground unless this is necessary. 

+. A strong Government will control the 
country in accord with justice and guard the 
rights of the inhabitants, so that the strong will 
not oppress the weak. 

5. The Entente Powers have no intention of 
founding a Jewish Government in the country— 
the inhabitants of the country will rule them- 
selves. Laws will be fixed according to the stat- 
utes which will be drawn up by the assembly 
chosen by the majority vote of the people. The 
Government is at present dealing with the guar- 
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antees for the rights of the inhabitants and hence 
forth will prepare the inhabitants to be fit for 
self-government, will endeavor to appoint a large 
number of them to high posts, and make them 
familiar with affairs of the Authorities and with 
government by righteous, progressive and well 
intentioned rulers.” 

In reply to a question as to the important 
matter for which Mr. Herbert Samuel had come 
here, Gen. Bols replied: “Mr. Herbert Samuel 
is an English official who has come here to help 
me organize financial matters and the future 
administration; there is no connection between 
his coming and matters affecting the Zionists.” 

We enquired about state lands pointing out 
that the Government must not forget that most 
of these lands were robbed from their owners, 
being sold by compulsion, and General Bols re- 
plied: “The question of the sale of these lands 
will not be settled until a new land survey has 
been made. The Government has already ap- 
pointed a Committee to which it will give this 
work. All claims which the fellaheen may make 
regarding these lands will be placed before the 
Government, which will judge them justly and 
uprightly, and no injustice will be done to any 
one. On the contrary, everyone oppressed will 
receive back his rights. The inhabitants may be 
assured that the Government is well-intentioned 
towards them and holds only the scales of jus- 
tice in its hands. It will smite the hand of the 
oppressor with an iron staff, and the inhabitants 
will live in happiness and comfort without sor- 
row or anxiety.”

“To the Editor of Jerusalem News: 

I congratulate you on bringing out the first 
number of “Jerusalem News”. What would King 
David have said to this? Hlow much nearer to 
us he seems than some of the other kings who 
have ruled since and recently retired! 

“Everybody that knows anything is glad that 
Palestine is now free from the yoke of bondage. 
For a land so wonderful, a city so renowned, 
may there be a people worthy of freedom and a 
future full of peace and prosperity. | know little 
of the Politics of the situation. They do not 
interest me. In the past, Politics have ruined 
Palestine several times. The humanity of the 
situation is what I care about. That is the Hope 
of Israel and the Light of all the Peoples. The 
best constructed-government in the world will 
do no good unless the spirit of righteousness and 
brotherly love is in it. So I fall back on what old 
Micah said, two thousand years ago, and make 
this wish for the liberated Holy Land: 

“May Palestine deal justly, and love mercy, 
and walk humbly with God.” 

“To you, of Jerusalem News, may success be 
given in promoting this good cause in a city 
that is beautiful for situation, and so helping 
her to become a joy of the whole earth.

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The Jerusalem News, the first daily news: 
paper in the Holy City, printed in English, was 
founded by me on December 9, 1919. The motto, 
from Lincoln, was: “With Charity to All, Malice 
toward None.” 

Some of the personalities of Palestine are most 
interesting. The handsome Emir Abdullah, King 
of the Trans-Jordan, gave me an interview. In 
1937 at Amman, across the Jordan. [le was most 
friendly and expressed a great desire for peace 
for his people. Also the Grand Mufti, Haj Mo 
hammed Amin el Husseini, a loyal Arab whom 
I interviewed, expressed his desire for peace for 
Palestine. The Grand Mufti now in exile was 
President of the Supreme Council of the Mos 
lems in Palestine. He was sent away for sedition 
in 1919 by the British and brought back from 
Cyprus by Sir Herbert Samuel to head the Mos 
lem religion of Palestine. During World War II 
he was in exile. He was the brother of the old 
Mufti who reigned with a kindly hand over the 
iy and was the friend of many British off 
cials

It is a great pleasure to see you again in Je 
rusalem after so many years. 

| remember well your valuable work in the 
early days of the British Occupation when, under 
difficulties that only those who saw could com- 
prehend; how in the impoverished Jerusalem the 
Turks left behind, you started the first: News: 
paper in English. 

I recall the vexatious hours you cheerfully 
surmounted, and the obstacles you graciously 
overcame,

in Jerusalem at that time? You were called t 
Cementer”. I should be proud to be called : 
Cementer. In these days of divisions, hate “a 
disharmony, I think what we need are cementers, 
more than anything else.

The American Colony of Jerusalam has been an 
impartial friend to all the people of Palestine. 

A letter from a friend in Jerusalem dated 14th 
January 1948 states: 

“2. the Arabs will not accept the partition 
of Palestine, so we look forward to even worse 
events. The Jews have been preparing for this 
for thirty years. The Arabs can only meet them 
with guerilla warfare, at which they are past 
masters . .. . Remember us in your prayers.” 

Henrietta Szold, founder and past president 
of the Hadassah, member of the Jewish General 
Council, was a friend of mine. We talked long 
hours in Jerusalem about the problems of Pales- 
tine. Our conclusions were the same. Many high 
officials of the Jews and Arabs want Peace for 
Palestine. 

In 1937 Henrietta Szold and I met in Jeru- 
salem and Miss Szold took me to the Jewish 
Hospital on the Mt. of Olives. She and I natur- 
ally talked of the Jewish question. She wanted 
to know of my reaction on the Partition question 
of Palestine, and what I thought could be done. 
We both agreed that the Jew and Arab will have 
to make concessions and be willing to sit at a 
round table and iron the problem out. She re- 
marked she had been working 25 years for unity 
and was heart-weary. She wondered if she ever 
would see a solution of the Palestine problem. 
I told her, “not in your life time.” 

The Arab has tilled the soil of the Holy Land 
for centuries, while the Jew has wandered over 
the face of the earth as a trader. Perhaps the 
money changers should be whipped out of the 
temple and the Wise Men of the East consulted. 
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A Worp ror THe Britisn 

During the year of 1919 serving the British 
in War Relief Work under the Military Admini 
stration, I realized that the Jews and Arabs were 
given every help possible. The British never in 
terfered with their religion. | wondered at the 
sacrifices of the British officials and their wives 
as well as the soldiers. Jerusalem was a clean 
city after the older Turk was driven out. Streets 
were cleaned, stores were whitewashed inside 
and painted outside. Clinics were established 
and babies were required to have a net over their 
faces to keep the flies from their mouths and 
eves. No wonder Jesus healed the blind, as blind 
ness is a great problem in Palestine. 

World War I took a great toll in the British 
Army in the Holy Land. The War Cemetery at 
the Mount of Olives contains 2544 graves; of 
those 2520 are British, and 24 Jewish. 

On the Memorial in this Cemetery are in- 
scribed the names of 3359 British Officers and 
men who were missing in the Palestine Cam- 
paign. 

In Palestine and Syria there is a total of 10263 
War Graves, in addition to 6752 missing whose 
names are inscribed on the several Memorials. 

The total number of Jewish War Graves in 
Palestine and Syria is 53. These figures @re from 
the record of the Imperial War Graves Com- 
mission, Let us pause in mental gratitude to 
those British who gave their lives to make the 
Holy Land free from the Turkish voke of bond- 
age. 
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Sir Roland Storrs, Governor of Jerusalem, during 
Military Occupation in World War I. 
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' The livest live wire in Jerusalem in 1919 was 
the Governor, Sir Roland Storrs. He was a real 
politician, sauve and magnetic. He could slyly 
stab you with a remark and smile at the same 
time. Perhaps this illustrates his clever thrusts. 

When attending a charity performance in the 
cinema, and sitting a few seats from the Gover- 
nor, | remarked to Tahir the youngest son of the 
old Grand Mufti in my party, “We must leave 
for we have “Jerusalem News” to proof read, 
and it means several proofs because the Arabs 
do not know an M from a W in setting type.” 
As I passed by the Governor and his party, say- 
ing our farewells, he remarked loudly, “Here 
is where the United States fails us again.” There 
was much resentment about the United States 
refusing to take the mandate over Palestine. 

My policy is to present the blundering British, 
the wailing Jew and the evasive Cor subtle) Arab, 
and to present them in a generous and humorous 
manner, knowing full well their problems are 
the same problems that have been faced in Pal- 
estine since the days of Isaac and Ishmael, both 
sons of Abraham. 

It is impossible for me to take any political 
stand, for love of humanity is paramount in my 
endeavors to serve. 

Britain has much to give the Arab and Jew 
through sanitation, education and_ protection 
from foreign invasion. 
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While lunching at the Residency in Caitd 
with Viscount and Viscountess Allenby, Vis- 
countess remarked, “Too bad you were not in 
Cairo last week, Lawrence had luncheon with 
us. Fle looks like a mere boy, no more than six- 
teen years of age.” Lawrence's hobby was much 
different than Allenby's peace time interests in 
birds and music. Lawrence collected bells from 
the engines of the trains he captured from the 
enemy. This daring young archeologist would 
appear unexpectedly and would disappear just 
as quickly. 

Sir Roland Storrs remarked while I was din- 
ing with him in Jerusalem at the Government 
House, “Lawrence dined with me last night, 
but this morning he was gone, he left by jumping 
through the breakfast room window.” 

The interminable controversies of the rights 
and wrongs of the Arabs and Jews can only be 
ironed out at a round table with proper repre- 
sentation and honest policies. The united Arab 
front, the call to a Holy War, is pressing the 
Jewish problem. 

Their rehabilitation of the ancient Hebrew 
language to daily usage in Palestine to the ex- 
clusion of all other languages is not a helpful 
instrument to peace. My friend, Mr. Eliezer Ben 
Yehudah, wrote the great work of the Hebrew 
dictionary called “Million.” His two beautiful 
daughters spoke good English as well as Hebrew, 

When the rich Jew ceases to exploit the Jew 
in Palestine and he gives up contentions with 
the Arabs, the Holy Land will take on an 
economic structure. There are great areas in

‘q@lestine to be made habitable by developing 
ine water power through drainage and by wiping 
out the swampy maiarial land. The desolation of 
centuries may give way to the progressive plans 
of the British, Arab and Jew united. 

The imagination of an Arab flying carpet from 
Bagdad has given place to the Arab Airways 
Association Ltd. from Bagdad to Egypt. 

While Lawrence and his Arabian army con 
ducted guerilla warfare inland during World 
War I, Allenby took Gaza and Jaffa on the 
Coast, then Beersheba and finally Megiddo. 


When the Turks had surrendered, Allenby 
walked at the head of his staff into Jerusalem 
through the Jaffa Gate. It was prophecy fulfilled. 

There is no need to recapitulate the victories 
of Allen in Palestine. He was the General who 
made the first break in World War I. Jerusalem 
was saved by Allenby’s strategy without a single 
shot being fired on the Holy City. The very 
name of Allenby meant to the native population, 
a deliverer sent from God, the union of two Ara- 
bic words: Allah (God) and Neby (prophet). 
General Sir Archibald Wavell, K.C.B., C.M.G., 
M.C. in his book “Allenby, A Study in Great- 
ness’, states: Lawrence once said of Allenby, 
“His mind is like the prow of the Mauretania. 
There is so much weight behind it that it does 
not need to be sharp like a razor”.

ALLENBY ‘ 


Timely it is for all times to return to the 
divine spark that Allenby used in his official 
entry into Jerusalem on December 11, 1917. 
In the presence of the notables of the Holy 
City, General Allenby gave the following Pro 
clamation at the Citadel. The proclamation was 
read in Arabic, English, Hebrew, Russian, Ital- 
ian, Greek and French. 

“To the inhabitants of Jerusalem the Blessed, 
and the people dwelling in its vicinity: Since 
your City is regarded with affection by the ad- 
herents of three of the great religions of man- 
kind, (Christian, Jewish, and Mohammedan ), 
and its soil has been consecrated by the prayers 
and pilgrimages of multitudes of devout people 
of these three religions for many centuries, there 
for do I make it known to you that every sacred 
building, monument, holy spot, shrine, tradi- 
tional site, endowment, or customary place of 
prayer, of whatsoever form of the three relig- 
ions, will be maintained and protected according 
to the existing customs and beliefs of whose 
faith they are sacred.” 

Unsolved peace problems stage gloom and 
discouragement in the Holy Land. The doc: 
trines of peace are live issues. Palestine belongs 
to the Christian civilization. 

A world Court at Bethlehem, Palestine, a 
Justice Hall, a Freedom Hall and a Citizen of 
the World Hall could develop the spiritual 
forces for Permanent World Peace.

I have been having a lot of corresrondence with an 

american frienc about Palestine, anc the conclusion i have come 
to is that the administration is civided between common-sense and 
Gomestic politics; that if the sritish Governnent will act at once 
on the lines of this letter common-sense will win insice the State 
Depertment; the British Government will then have the full support 
of the United States Government in a policy which, thus supported, 
would even now et the lest moment open the way to Jewish and arab 
agreerent. 


We woulc, as we have decided te do, hand over the 
Vancdate to United Nations on Saturday. but it is moonshine to 
suppose United Nations can enforce any kind of trusteeship out of 
which peace could be contemplatec. 


Yowever the Internetional Red Cross has succeeded in 
negotiating « truce for Jerusalem. Let us foilow up that pointer. 
Let us propose to United Nations and to Jewish and arab 
orranisations thet the administration of the Mandate shall be 
entrusted to a Pxlestine Council, consisting of Jews and arabs 
acceptable to all the interests, Jewish agency, arab higher 
Committee, arab League etc, with, as Chairmen a representative o! 
-he International Ked Cross. 

That would keep out of it any suspicion of foreign 
Gictation in a metter which is after all regarded by all parties, 
not the least ourselves, as one for arab and Jewish cecision. 


The Palestine Council would then extend the truce from 
Jerusalem to the whole situation, and proclaim what usec to be 
known in the lidcle Ages «as a Truce of God. No British or 
iinited Nations force snoulc be offerec to guarantee it, and no 
United Nations delegates or any other kind of committee should 
offer any kind of moral supervision. This may seem visionary 
to e Western mind, but Jews enc Moslems are fundamentally 
religious people, and I believe that if eae Truee of God was 
declared the Priesthood of both Faiths would be cuite strong 
enough to see it wus respectec. Cn the other hand attempted 
enforcement by foreigners, even by arrangement with the ; 
Palestine Council, woule in all probability defeat its own object,

provoke factional cisturbances against the foreigners, and very 
likely precipitate the racial war we are trying to avoic. 

But if for immediate purposes the Pulestine Council 
wishec to retain the eryisting machinery of british manusement

by sentiment nor biassed by politics comestic or national. hat 
the world wants is a judicial settiement not some political 
compromise. By political compromises, or rather attempts, we ure 


within a week of “a struggle for the strategic crossways of the 
“world now laid open to all-comers for the first time since the 


“downfall of the Roman Empire". 


The very highest form of Judicial Tribunal is required 
to give a verdict sat&sfactory to all the interests. Tne 
International Court woulc not suffice. Such « Tribunal would be 
the La Chief Justice of bngland, the Chief Justice of the United 
States, the President of the Court ce Cessation, and a Cadi and a 
Jewish Judge of the highest ranks sitting as equals with the other 
members of the Court. The Court should sit in Jerusalem. 

The decision shoulc be by majority. The findings should be on 
behalf of the Palestine Council and United Nations. The Jewish 
and Arab Judges should be nominated by the Jewish agency and the 
Arab Higher Committee but obviously should not be men who had 
teken part in disturbances cither as politicians or soldiers. 


I have sent e copy of this letter to the american 
Embassy, and have ventured to suggest the ambassador himself, 
Mr Lewis Douglas, might take it up with you personally the 
reason being that there is so little time left.

Nothing will please world communism 
more than the ‘‘Red”’ inspired labor trouble in 
the United States in 1948. We can almost 
hear the guffaws from the Kremlin. What 
will the troubled people of Europe think 
when their valiant defender, “Uncle Sam" 
himself. is tied up in a knot with labor 
trouble? 


Surely. but unwittingly perhaps, American 
Labor is playing into the hands of Moscow! 
This will have a tremendous effect in France 
and Italy, now. In order to inspire confi- 
dence. the United States needs to be strong, 
united and confident. But what do we find? 
We find labor unions doing just what Rus- 
sia makes them do, and everything possible to 
hurt and weaken the prestige and world pol- 
icy of the United States! 


Communists everywhere will be quick to 
capitalize on our labor tie-up. French and 
Italian communists can point a finger of scorn 
at the ‘‘capitalist expropriation of the ‘labour- 
ing poor’ in America.”’ 


But the present strike epidemic is not caus- 
ed by acute want or injustice: it has been en- 
gineered mainly to discredit the “‘Taft-Hart- 
ley Law” and prove that this law does not 
prevent labor trouble! This law is a thorn 
in the eye of ‘Reds,’ who are in hiding. 
working underground. because they know 
that. sooner or later, communism in free lands 
will be outlawed. and they aim to remain in 
hiding. “boring from within.’ If compelled 
to admit they are communists, they will be 
arrested: and if they swear falsely they can 
be prosecuted for perjury, So they detest 
and hate the Taft-Hartley Law. and have 
been amazingly clever in ‘‘sicking’’ onto this 
“slave labor law" organized labor: power- 
drunk labor bosses whose political power has 
been curbed somewhat because union mem- 
bers and union funds will not be under their 
personal domination, as was the case before 
this much-needed protective law was enacted. 


This law has one bad feature: it is too 
wordy, too involved, making it hard to un- 
derstand. like Karl Marx's ‘“‘Capital.”’ in

would have explained} jt much better. Be- 
hold the simplicity of the Constitution and 
its amendments! Here the hand of the Mas- 
ter is evident. 


Communists the world over support their 
“comrades” in every crisis in every land. 
They stand ready to aid wherever there is a 
crisis. Today, Italy is being led to the “kill.” 
and every effort will be made to prevent ef- 
fective assistance by and from free nations. 
Hidden communists in the United States will 
stir up all possible labor trouble. Mesmeriz- 
ed fellow travelers will seek to divide and con- 
fuse public opinion. inflaming group against 
group, and promote class and race hatred. 
“Divide and Conquer’’ has always been Sta- 
lin’s personal strategy in achieving unlimited 
‘teeta Americans are falling heavily for this 
trick. 


Communism has won nearly every diplo- 
matic battle. World communism stands unit- 
ed! Stalin has a loyal force of ‘‘Stalin Work- 
ers’ in every land. When the time is ripe. 
his American Stalin Workers are expected to 
deliver the United States into the power ot 
Russia. At the present their task is to dis- 
rupt American Industry, Transportation. 
Commerce and Press; smuggle communist 
dogma into schools of higher learning and 
convert as many as possible to socialism and 
communism, all the while working for the 
“bust’’ of “‘capitalism.’’ This is the easy 
way to lick the United States if Labor can 
be hypnotized into acquiescence. Through it 
all, communism remains united. and Russia 
becomes richer and stronger as new satellite 
nations are being added to her domestic econ- 
omy. It is, indeed. a clever set-up for the 
atheist ruling class in Russia—the five or six 
million ‘‘Party Members.”’ 


On the other hand, in America there is no 
such united effort although there is much 
more prosperity, comfort, general well-being.

When any person or group defies the law 
of the land he or they become outlaws. Au- 
tomatically. they lose their rights as citizens 
and must be dealt with as criminals. That 
is a necessary provision of all government! 
The law must be respected and enforced. or 
the national authority degenerates into an- 
archy! It’s time Uncle Sam is asserting his 
constituted authority! One hundred and 
forty million Americans are being seriously 
inconvenienced and insulted. and the vitally 
important foreign policy program and na- 
tional defense program will be materially de- 
layed. to the great advantage of communists. 
who are determined to grab power in Italy 
this year! 


Our dillydallying is discouraging to free 
peoples who strive to resist Russian encroach- 
ment: and if ever there was a time that Amer- 
icans can't afford to be divided by internal 
strife. that time is right now! Small, selfish 
considerations must be thrown aside in this 
“all-out” stand against the enslavement by 
atheistic. totalitarian despotism united for 
world conquest. 


“United we stand. divided we fall."”. And 
alas. here is our Weakness in this present 
crisis! Labor unions are being used by hid- 
den communists to divide Americans into 
fighting factions. where the crying need to- 
day is UNITY: Unity of purpose; unity in 
action! Years ago. the communist slogan 
was “INDUSTRIAL UNIONISM.”” Now 
that slogan is bearing fruit IN EVERY 
LAND because union members are unaware 
of communist leadership in key positions in 
labor unions, also in other unions. And 
that’s the why and the wherefore of the 
TAFT-HARTLEY LAW. and woe to 
America if American Labor is stupid enough 
to defeat this most necessary law! Unions 
must rid themselves of hidden communist 
planners before the United States can be- 
come an effective champion of freedom in the 
world. 


Communists are long on promises. To 
gain their ends they will promise everything 
in the catalogue. In order to ingratiate them- 
selves with workers they continually agitate 
for higher and higher wages. thus putting 
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unions under obligations to themselves. ex- 
pecting in return the votes of members. In 
this way they get into key positions. 


Communists in every free nation are not 
idealists. They are selfish, grasping self- 
seekers, expecting fat political. “‘ground- 
floor’ positions if communism comes into 
power. That is the great incentive. These 
people are, by nature. insolent, arrogant. with 
an overweening impudence as to their own 
importance: consequently they crave power 
to dominate over others. That is the uni- 
versal character of communism. 


But Russia itself has no direct appeal to 
these people. One would naturally think: 
why don’t Reds. Pinks. Fellow Travelers and 
starry-eyed Wallace-ites emigrate to Russia’ 
How it is possible to live in one land and be 
loyal to another is puzzling to the uninform- 
ed, especially when these people must know 
that their disloyalty makes them unwanted 
and unwelcome. 


Then, again. Russia has advantages that 
America now lacks. Russia has millions of 
acres of undeveloped land, and openings for 
millions of new jobs in industry and recon- 
struction. Her enormous resources have 
barely been scratched. She has everything 
she needs in raw resources, including gold. 
Yet there is no rush to go to Russia. And 
why? 


Russia is not ‘‘cursed” with ‘‘capitalism.” 
‘free enterprise’ or ‘freedom of religion.” 
In fact she is not “‘cursed’’ with any freedom. 
Yet emigrants. even communists, don’t seem 
to appreciate the advantages of this “Happy 
Land’’—‘‘The Happy Socialist State.’’ The 
sad fact is: communists don’t want to go to 
Russia and her ‘‘liberated” states. Fact is: 
people who can, flee from every Stalin-liber- 
ated nation. People don’t flee to Russia and 
her subjugated neighbor nations. If possible 
they flee to America or any free land, so as 
to get away from the “Red Terror.” 


In America there is no more new land to 
be bought cheaply. Jobs are not too plenti- 
ful and the housing problem is serious; yet 
emigrants right from Russia’s front door 
hope, pray and beg to come to America. 
These people willingly leave home, friends. 
everything. if only they can come to America. 


\S) 
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This condition of affairs must be evident to 
any thinking person. Yet communists strive 
night and day to foist their unpopular, an- 


cient and oriental system of government on 
the rest of the world! 


And, of course. with a selfish purpose in 
view. In Russia proper there are plenty of 
openings for common laborers, but very few 
openings for straw bosses, especially foreign- 
ers. Therefore communists in other lands 
propose to turn their native lands into com- 
munist satellite states backed by the “‘Red 
Army,.’’ and so they themselves would auto- 
matically become the ruling class in such 
lands. For each of these new satellite lands 
a Little Stalin has already been chosen and 
trained in Moscow. ‘That is the sordid in- 
centive that drives excessively selfish individ- 
uals to join communist organizations and to 
become traitors to the land of their birth or 


adoption. 


In these treason organizations there are also 
many democrats who are grievously deceived 
by the clever propaganda aimed at the ‘‘Pro- 
letariat."’ Strikes are engineered wherever 
possible, even though in Russia it is entirely 
unlawful to strike. Until recently striking 
was punished by death penalty; now it is 
slave labor camps. This inconsistency is 
glaring. but generally unknown to the aver- 
age union man or woman. 


Every member of the communist party in 
Russia is an atheist. No Christian is allow- 
ed in the communist party in Russia, In 
newly subjugated lands this is varied accord- 
ing to circumstances. until communism has 
come into complete control: then the clamps 
will be applied ruthlessly. 


The land problem is also handled with 
consideration at first. Large estates are “ex- 
propriated’’ from rightful owners and divid- 
ed among farmers: later to be taken away, 
by force if necessary, and socialized as was 
done in Russia by Stalin. Between five and 
ten million land-owning farmers were “‘liqui- 
dated”’ in this barbaric ‘‘socialization of ag- 
riculture.’"”, Communist dogma demands that 
land and industry must be socialized. 


In Russia nearly everything has been so- 
cialized. The common Russian is a part of 
a gigantic machine and must be in his place 
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without fail. When he does make a change. 
he does so with police permission. By 
American standards he is a convict, but 
doesn’t know it. Propaganda makes him 
Passively contented. No wonder communists 
everywhere dread and fight deportation. 
Jails in America are preferable to labor bat- 
talions in Russia! 


However, common Russians do not suffer 
for want of the democratic freedoms that free 
peoples have, nearly as much as common peo- 
ple in satellite nations do, for the good rea- 
son that at no time in history has Russia had 
a decent government. Russians have always 
been slaves of the ruling class, but the Rus- 
sian yoke is a torture to peoples who have 
known better days under a popular form of 
government, 


By her refusal to co-operate for world 
peace, Russia has forced a new alignment of 
power in the world: Russia on one side, free 
nations on the other. Free nations have giv- 
en her due notice that they want none of her 
communistic ideology, and that further at- 
tempts at expansion on her part will not be 
tolerated. However. Stalin knows that every 
free nation is honeycombed with communist 
cells which weaken the striking power of 
these nations. If this condition can be per- 
petuated until his own striking power has 
been consolidated and coordinated, these im- 
practical democratic nations could be mancu- 
vered into defeating themselves with but min- 
or help from Russia, as has just been ac- 
complished in Czechoslovakia and, one by 
one, in the Baltic and Balkan states. 


But England, France. Scandinavia and the 
American republics will not be taken over in 
this way. These nations will fumigate their 
households and put up a fighting front. If 
Russia decides to withdraw to her own do- 
minion, there will be no World War 3. But 


there will be two worlds—the free world 
and the communist world. And there is no 
valid reason that these two worlds cannot 
live in peace. each in its own sphere. How- 
ever, Germany will have to be a part of the 
free world. ‘This will be a bone of conten- 
tion that must be settled. Is Germany worth 
enough to Russia to risk a third world war? 
On this answer will rest the fate of mankind! 


But if World War 3 comes, what will 
happen? Russia won't give up until she has 
been as completely defeated as Germany and 
Japan. The United States will never sur- 
render; neither will Canada and England. 
That might mean total annihilation of both 
Russia and the United States in an all-out 
atomic-bacterial war. None would survive 
as a nation. All would be completely de- 
stroyed. Communism would be destroyed. 
Free nations would be destroyed. ‘‘ALLES 
IST.CAPUT." Then what would be the 
use? World War 3 would be sheer insanity! 


In the face of the determined opposition 
from free nations, would it not be the height 
of folly for Russia to persist in her expansion 
over free nations? Russia has more territory 
and resources than she can develop fully in 
a hundred years. Why should she risk total 
annihilation in a crazy war? Stalin is too 
much of a realist to stick his neck out in such 
an insane undertaking. 


If he can't maneuver the nations into con- 
quering themselves, as usual, he will turn his 
energies into developing the vast resources of 
his dominion. If Russia had been ruled by 
an insane crank or a fanatic like Hitler, World 
War 3 would be more than a possibility, but 
under any of the top leaders of Russia, to- 
day. World War 3 is not only improbable 
but practically impossible—uniess Russia is 
directly attacked by the free nations, and this 
is Just as improbable and impossible as that 
Russia will be the attacker. 


However. firmness and force is the only 
thing the Kremlin understands—the language 
of the ‘Politburo.’ The Marshall Plan, if 
put through without delay. will halt further 
expansion of communism. Russia will fight 
it in a “‘cold’’ war, but not in a “hot” war. 
She would stand to lose much more than she 
would gain, and the Politburo is well aware 
of this. Stalin will hold the gains he has 
already won, end will brook no meddling 
within his own dominion, and in his calcu- 
lating brain he does not blame free nations 
for resenting his meddling in their affairs. 
So. in order to back up ‘‘big talk,”” the Unit- 
ed States must remain first in striking power. 
That will insure peace for years to come.

Workers in many lands have been equally 
persistent in their heedless plunge into traps of 
Russian Communism. Once in, there is no 
retreat. But there will be plenty of time for 
regret when these innocent dupes find themselves 
“‘*hog-tied’’ to this inhuman despotism. 

The only effective way to ward against this 
creeping, infiltrating enslavement is enlighten- 
ment. Get the ‘‘low-down’’ on this racket: 
Get posted on ‘‘Stalinism.’’ 


No one who knows what Stalinism really is, 
will ever want any part of it under any circum- 
stances! Imagine living in a land where there 
are none of our freedoms: no free elections, no 
secret ballot; where you live in continual fear 
that the Secret Police (the ‘‘M.V.D’’) will rouse 
you out of bed at about midnight and take you 
away without any explanation, and you wonder 
if you might have said a thoughtless word 
against ‘‘The Party.’’ Millions have vanished 
without a trace and are mourned as dead -- or 
worse, as “labor slaves’ -- by relatives and 
friends. 

Communist Russia is always in need of forced 
labor in its big Siberian projects, in lumbering 
camps, mines, construction jobs, canals, railroad 
building, where millions of ‘‘political prisoners’’ 
(political opponents) have toiled in unutterable 
misery, squalor and inhuman exposure until 
relieved by death. Very few get out of these 
lice-infegted hell-holes alive. But it is cheap 
labor that can be driven with club, lash and guns 
because these helpless unfortunates have no 
friends in all the world. Even relatives dare not 
protest. These are the forgotten men and 
women -- about fifteen million of them. Only 
God hears their curses and their prayers. 

Small neighbor nations, stupid enough to yield 
to the rosy promises from the world’s best prop- 
aganda machine in the Kremlin, will perhaps 
provide additional millions of slave workers for 
Russia. Here is how it is done: 

Always in any nation there is a big percentage 
of the people who are intelligent and well posted 
on international affairs. These people can’t 
be fooled by clever propaganda from Moscow. 
Consequently they put up a determined fight 
against Communist infiltration and cunning 
tactics. But where organized radicals and the 
undesirable element, with underground help 
from Russia, stage a revolution or coup d’etat, 
thus gaining control of the government by force, 
the real patriots who oppose Communist con- 
quest will be branded as ‘‘obstructionists’’ and 
“‘counter-revolutionaries’’ and will be arrested, 
relieved of their property and shot, or sent to 
forced-labor camps as labor slaves. 


In this way Stalin makes good use of friend 
and foe, and always it is the best part of the pewau- 
latiop,who go to the labor camps,never tor , 
Mok hie before their term is completed; others 
go mad or become physical wrecks. New ar- 
rivals take their places. This is the Stalin way 
of stamping out all opposition, and all free 
thought on politics. For this and other reasons, 
the privacy of the “Iron Curtain’’ is a much 
needed convenience. A few escape. 

The Communist trap has been well planned 
and well baited, and the most amazing thing 
imaginable is that labor and other innocents 
obstinately refuse to see this until too late. Then 
the dupes dare not utter one word in protest. 
They are like an animal in a trap, completely at 
the mercy of the trapper. Already two hundred 
million people have been trapped, and there is 
absolutely no way to help them out. They are 
prisoners in their own lands. It’s almost im- 
possible to get out. 

A number of Russian women married Eng- 
lishmen, but no go. They are not permitted to 
leave Russia, and for a very good reason: ‘‘They 
would talk.’’ That’s where Hitler made his 
mistake. He allowed people to leave Germany, 
and soon the whole world knew what a devilish 
set-up Nazis had. Stalin is too wise to allow this 
to happen, and Russians will not know how 
much better western people live. 

People need not walk blindly into this Com- 
munist trap, so cleverly concealed by the Iron 
Curtain. If free people value freedom, they 
must make it their business to know what Rus- 
sian Communism (Stalinism) really is. There 
must be no guessing about this! 


Remember that in Russia the people have 
absolutely no voice in the management of the 
nation. The ‘‘Politburo’’ controls everything 
and everybody under Stalin. There is only one 
party in Russia -- the Communist party. No 
other party is allowed. The Communist party 
does not accept Christians as members. There 
are only about six million party members in 
all Russia. Common Russians are not members 
of the Communist Party. Party members are 
selected from ‘‘Komsomols,’’ (Communist youth 
League). Russians dare not criticise Stalin or 
The Party. Piecework is the rule in factories. 
‘‘Stakhanovites’’ (super workers) set the pace. 
Serious illness, only excuse for absence or tardi- 
ness. Police permission must be obtained to go 
from town to town, or into country. Spies are 
everywhere. 


Eighty per cent of farm workers are women. 
Peasants own from half to one and three-fourths 
acres of land, some live stock, some hens. Peas- 
ants fortunate enough to live near cities sell 
meager surplus food. Women usually carry it 
into town. Common people have no cars. 
Officials and “‘high party’’ people are furnished 


cars and drivers. Common people are shabbily 

and must go without even many neces- 

because of skyrocketing prices, ap they 

are seriously overcrowded in rooming*#ouses 
and public kitchens. 

The Communist Constitution provides for— 
‘freedom of religion and anti-religious propa- 
ganda’’. Ministers and Priests may preach in 
the churches, but must not teach religion, or 
propagandize. Sunday schools are not permit- 
ted. This is the religious freedom American 
Communists crow about. 

The rank and file of Russian people have en- 
dured scarcity and poverty ever since the Bol- 
sheviks stole the revolution away from Alex- 
ander Kerensky in 1917, Communist propaganda 
to the contrary notwithstanding! Kremlin 
propaganda is sinister and appealing, and as 
false as it is clever, pretending to champion 
the cause of the masses. By extravagant claims 
and promises the masses, in depression times, 
are easily misled. That’s why Communists 
say, ‘“The worse, the better.’’ Chaos is the 
ideal condition for Communist expansion. Good 
times are the worst enemy of Communism. 
Communism is a mental disease caused by 
warped thinking and desperately hard times. 

Don’t forget that a handful of fanatics forced 
Communism on Russia, largely because of the 
shortsightedness and stupidity of the czars and 
ruling class. Once in power, there is no possible 
way to oust this system, because their spy and 
police system is so complete that it is impossible 
for anyone to even start an opposition party. 
All opposition, or even suspected opposition, is 
ruthlessly stamped out, ‘‘in the bud.’’ All op- 
ponents are either dead or in labor camps. Even 
Trotsky could not escape Stalin’s killers. 

There is no need, to-day, to be fooled by 
clever Communist propaganda. The blood 
stench from Russia can’t be hidden by the Iron 
Curtain. The terrible famines, where millions 
died of starvation, can’t be kept a secret behind 
the Iron Curtain for long; and ‘“‘murder will 
out”’ -- especially mass murder. 

There are many excellent books on Soviet 
Russia: I Chose Freedom, by Victor Krav- 
chenko, high ranking ex-Communist engineer; 
The Real Soviet Russia, by David J. Dalin; 
The Russian Enigma, by Wm. H. Chamber- 
lin; Stalin, by Essad Bey; Stalin, by Leon 
Trotsky; East Of The Iron Curtain, by Wm. 
Van Narvig; I Worked For The Soviet, by 
Leo To!stoy’s daughter; and others. 

No honest, humane and conscientious person 
can read these books and be a Communist. 
Russian Communism is too cruel, too uncivil- 
ized. It will be difficult, if at all possible, to 
compromise and co-operate with a government 
whose purpose it has been, and is, to destroy 
capitalism (free enterprise), which is the foun- 
dation of the ‘‘American Way of Life.’’ 


Comniunists do not want peace and prosperity 
in war ravaged lands. They want confug 
labogetrouble, chaos, until in desperation 
ing ples reach for the ‘“‘last straw’’ -- Com- 
munism. Communists know it is the last straw, 
because only hard times open the doors for 
Communism. That’s why they refuse to co- 
operate in ‘‘The U.N.’’ or anywhere else. They 
play for time, with words and conferences, using 
their favorite trick card -- ‘‘accomplished fact’’ 
-- when they, in feverish haste, proceed to “‘liq- 
uidate’’ all opposition in occupied territory. 
Then, ‘‘What are you going to do about it?’’ 
The trap has been sprung. 

‘‘Pseudo-Communists,”’ gallivanting over the 
world, waving a pink rag, try desperately to 
confuse and divide free peoples while Commun- 
ists in war-torn lands work feverishly to liqui- 
date all opposition, so once more an accomplished 
fact will be successfully carried out. Another 
six months of this dillydallying in the United 
Nations Council may turn the trick. Europe 
may gulp for the Communist bait, in despera- 
tion. 

It is the sacred duty of all free people, every- 
where, to get posted on Russian Communism, 
so its cunning propaganda will be known for 
what it is, the cruelest fraud that has ever been 
pulled on unsuspecting peoples, in all history. 

The master bait of the ‘Communist Inter- 
national’ is the trick ‘‘Communist Constitu- 
tion’’ and the Marxian Communist Manifesto,’’ 
neither of which have much in common with 
“Stalinism,’’ except ownership and control of 
land and industry. This phoney constitution 
even provides for -- ‘‘the right for each con- 
stituent republic to freely secede.’’ But in 
practice, this is violently suppressed. Even the 
fifteen Russian women who married British 
men were not permitted to leave Russia, to say 
nothing about ‘‘constituent republics.’”’ The 
fine sounding phrazes and claims in these docu- 
ments are but a blind to fool prospective vic- 
tims, and the ‘‘workers of the world’ into 
believing that ‘‘Russian Communism ”’ is real de- 
mocracy, and rule of the people, while Russia 
actually is a police state, and a veritable prison. 
Stalin onc¢ said “Good words are to cover up 
bad deeds, ‘but the blood trail of Bolshevism 
can’t be covered up with good words and rosy 
promises. Even the ‘Iron Curtain’’ can‘t con- 
ceal thirty years of “‘bad deeds.’’ It is more 
sensible to learn about ‘‘Russian Communism,”’ 
the easy way. Those who insist on learning the 
hard way should go to Russia to stay. This is 
only fair, because Communists are loyal to 
Russia, not to America. They operate on the 
fringe of treason.

OUR PALESTINE EXODUS 


It is more than passing strange, if it be not a fact of 
positive ill-omen, that you should have eleoted to choose the 
Midnight of May 14th-15th for the termination of Britain's Mandate 
over the Holy Land, since this is the precise anniversary of the 
night when the nation of Israel crossed the Red Sea on dry ground 
and when the armies of Pharaoh King of Bgypt, essaying to do so, 
perished by the hand of Almighty God. It can te simply and irrefut- 
ably established from the Bible that this outstanding event in 
Sacred History occurred during the night of Sunday-Monday, May 14-15, 
Be. C. 1639. 


In March last year I addressed a letter of warning and 
entreaty on this subject to you and Mr. Churchill, as Leader of the 
Opposition. Mr. Churchill replied that he had read it with interest 
and taken note of the facts I then set forth. I fear you were too 
busy to give it any consideration. In view of the extreme solemnity 
of the present position I therefore take the liberty of quoting the 
last passage of this letter which ran as follows: 


"T have written to you now because we feel under a deep 
sense of obligation to our fellow countrymen who are suffering 
at this very present the fruits of a Divine displeasure which 
may at any moment burst forth in a display of wrath which will 
make us an egample, like Pharaoh King of igypt, to the whole 
world. This is easy to understand, once the fact is faced 
thet the time has come when the Jews, in fulfilment of a 
Divine pledge, are again to be a nation in the Holy Land. 

This warning having been given under the authority of God, 
through the Holy Scriptures, the responsibility for what may 
hereafter happen rests upon the Government if now it does not 
act, and this with the support of the whole House of Commons, 
in returning to the path of implicit obedience to our pledged 
word given to the Jews before all the nations of the earth." 


It is now too late to redeem our broken pledge to the people 
of Israel but it cannot be without the most solemn meaning that you 
should bave been directed to nominate the anniversary of the over- 


throw of Israel's enemies at the Ked Sea as the official date of 


fw 
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Our own ignominious exit from the land of Israel. lor oan it 
be an socident that the present King of Egypt and his yeople 
should on this very anniverssry te found following in the exact 
footsteps of their forefathers in seeking to oppose the purposes 


of God for the elect nation of Israel. 


As this is a subject of national concern, I am taking 
the liberty of sending a copy of this letter to the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs and the Colonial Secretary end

I enclose a copy of a letter I have written to the 
Manchester Guardian, I dont suppose it will be printed. 


You probably receive many letters of abuse from 
many sources on account of your Palestine policy, though 
most people in this country I am sure are behind you, 
people do not often take the trouble to commend what 


they apprgove of. 


I spent about 3 years with the British Army in 
Palestine and Transjordan, and I am convinced that we 
must back up the Arabse An independant Jewish State in 
Palestine besides being a gross injustice would also be 
a disasters It would be a constant stimulus to the Jews 
to expand it and to the Arabs to extinguish ite It would be 
a bridgehead for Communist infilgration. The Jews have 
started this war in Palestine, they are the aggressors, 
they must be defeated as soon as possible and compelled to 
accept Arab sovereignty, Abdullah would treat them well, 
if they gave him the chanceée 


I write this doubting that you will ever see it, but 
hoping tha’ you will,and that you will be reinforced in 
your knowledge that most people are behind you and admire 
you for your bold uncomprombsing stand with the Americans 
who dont know their ovm mind, and with the Russians who do.

Palestine. 


Four days ago it was reported that the "Arab leaders have 
“told Count Bernadotte that their basic conditions for peace in 
"Palestine are 'no partition' and 'no Jewish State! 

It is not likely the Jews will agree. 


The 'basict interest for the rest of us, except the Russians, 
is to find a compromise now, which will produce permanent Jewish/Arab 
tolerance which might develope into amity later; for if the compromise 
is not found now there is grave risk of JewishJarab intolerance 
developing into a major war in which the rest of us are involved. 


Therefore I venture again to call your attention to my 
letter to you, dated June Ist, (especially bottom page 2 to bottom 
page 3), in which I suggested a compromise which I madeto the 
American Embassy as long ago as March 23rd, with methods for bringing 
it about. 


President Truman's illegal recognition of a non-existent 
"State" has since complicated the position. For ciplomatic reasons 
it might be difficult to make him eat his words. But as the fact 
remains we can make him do it, and es my suggestion was sent to 
Mr Marshall's advisers, American support for this plan, which is fair 
to both Jews and arabs, might be forthcoming if you renewed it 
as follows:- 


My suggested Compromise is as follows - 


The Jews would receive partor parts of Palestine to be known as 
Israel, which would have complete Jewish self-government by 4 
Parliament elected within Israel's boundaries. 


The Arabs would receive part or parts of Palestine to be known 
as which would have complete Arab self-government by a 
Parliament elected within the Arab part's boundaries. 


Either State within a State could appoint its own Foreign 
representatives. 
Both States would combine their separate legislatures in a 


pS Cy. 
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June 20th, I948. 


Palestine Assembly in order to decide any matters of mutual importance. 
Some of such matters, but not all, might be defined in advance. 


Virtually there would be two States for all practical purposes, 
but there woulc be e permanent legislative liaison for common interests. 


From the point of view of a permanent peace settlement in 
present circunstences this Compromise is rather more in favour of the 
Jews. Therefore to arrive at a completely equitable Compromise, one 
which the Arabs would feel it desirable to agree to, some adjustment 
is required. 


The Arab view of the present situation is that, when the 
Eritish conquered Palestine with arab assistance, the land had been 
for many centuries Arab in character with a small friendly long- 
resident Jewish minority, and so it would have remained but for the 
Mandste, the Balfour Declaration and the Zionists. Seconcly that in 
recent years American Jews, private adventurers, with the tacit 
permission of the american Government, have planned to set up a "State", 
by war if necessary - part of Palestine first - from which they will 
capture the rest of the country with Soviet aid, then Transjordan, then 
further expansion. The Jews meade no secret ebout it. Therefore the 
Arabs had inevitably to gather together to resist this illegal 
privsteering aggression countenancec by Americe, and no effort to stop 
it was ever meade by United Nations. 


Personally I do not see how any impartial man could come to 
‘any other conclusion but that the arabs are right. My argument, 
however,is that every Arab holds this view. Therefore if the Jews 
are to receive by arab consent even an acre of Palestine, a Compromise, 
to be equitable in Arab opinion, must include. 


Full payment by the Jews for all cost of Arab resistance to 
illegal privateering agrression. 


Security to the Arabs against any future Aggression from 
Jews if they allow them to have an "Israel" in Palestine. 


As to the first essential I pointed out on the last page of 
my letter of June Ist t o you how this compensation can easily be paid. 


Asto the second essential - security sgainst Jewish 
aggression from "Israel" is of equal importance to every one of 
United Nations, except Russia, but certainly not excluding the 
United States. It is certainly of grave importance tec our country, 
and we should make american agreement to both these conéitions a sine 
qua non for our agreement to any Palestine solution. 


As to the method of providing security to the Arabs - it 
might be given in two ways. 


© 
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There might be a treaty of non-egpression and mutual 
cefence, guaranteed Ly Great Britain :nd america within the framework 
of United Nations, between the Arab League, "Israel" and arab Palestine. 
The crawbacks to this sre three. The Americen Government for purely 
Comestic reesons would probebly not wisht o give such a guarentee 
except equally us a member state of United Nations. A treaty of 
mutual defence between Jews and Arabs means the Soviet could augment 
"Israel's" army et short notice if the Jewish Government wished to 
break the treaty. The United Nations cuarsaatee to the Arabs, if 
America acted only as a member state, would almost inevitably be 
delayed until it was useless. Great Britain as usual would be 
left holding the beby. 


The second mebhod of providing security, in my opinion a 
more hopeful way, would be that part of e peace settlemént should be 
the permanent neutrality of both Jew and Arab Palestinian States, 
laid down in the Constitution of each, and, if possible guaranteed 
by United Nations but et any rate registered there. "Israel" would 
then poseess no armedforces for the Soviett o augment. Any troops in 
the country woulc be matter for instant investigation by United Nations. 
In return for security through Palestinian neutrality the Arab League 
would sign a tresty of non-aggression and also undertake the defence of 
either Palestinian State. 


Russia would not be able to veto any of this in the Security 
Council. For the Constitutionel neutrality of e State can hardly be 
twisted into a threatto International peace. 


The Jews no doubt would protest. But there is nothing to 
prevent the American Government directing them to agree. And the 
future of the rest of us is of much greater importance than the 
grumbles of Zionist and Revisionist extremists. The fact is they 
haveto be frustreted once for all. 


The Arabs fear the military menace of Jewish immigration 
into any part of Palestine. They aret hinking of Palestine as it is. 
My own view is that even if Dr Weizmann and Co collared the whole of 
the country they woulc very socn be limit} g-immigeetion themselves. 
Besides when the Jews had a country of 2 own how many Jews the 
world over woulé ever want to live there.? How many Scots in 
Canada or America or South America want to live in Scotland ? 

Visits home yes, something to talk about at Eurns dinners yes, 


permanent return here NO. 


There is another point - Jerusalem's future ? It should 
be recognised asthe home of all religions equally. and therefore 
it should be in the care of United Nations which might consider making 
their headquarters there. Jews and Arabs, neither of them, seem to 
realise it is of considerable importance event o Christians. 


\ 
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But Christians make no competitive clains to the Holy Places. 
Jews and Arabs do to theirs. For example Mount Moriah. All true 
Moslems believe the Prophet was borne on a winged steed from hecca 
thither whence he ascended to Heaven, and that at Jerusalem, not at 
Vecca, is to be the Plain of Maeshalling on the Day of Judgment. 
And to the Jews the place is holy because strong tradition fixes 
Vount Moriah es the place where abraham was about to sacrifice 
Isaac. So how could such a place be entrusted to either Jews or 
Arabs or to both equally ? It woulc be tke source of perpetual 
quarrel. Under Turkish rule Jews and Arabs could share Jerusalem 
in peace together. So they did under the British Mandate, and 
would have continued so to do had it not been for outside 
interference. 


I can see the difficulty in the Government putting forward 
any plan as «& British plen. In the case of Locarno the difficulty 
was gotr ound by putting it forwerd as the privete plan of an 
anonymous individual believed to be « Germen. For all I know that 
may have been true. If my plan suited you and Mr Marshall the same 
kind of thing could bed one egain. It certainly is a private plan, 
es I haveconsulted nobody, seen nobody about it, and I have no 
objection to anonymity.
